
REV. PERCY SAYS:

  All Parts of His Work DEC. 15, 1955

The newest addition to the 
ranks of Torrance ministers 
has preached under alrao*" 
every conveivable condition 
 from icy Arctic wastes to 
sunny California and from shell- 
scarred huttlcfields to quiet, 
eednte church pulpit.

The Rrv. Hugh R. Percy, now 
rSctor of St. Andrew's Episcopal 
Church here, Is a veteran of 21 
years in the ministry--ns a pas­ 
tor, missionary, and Canadian 
army chaplain to thp famed Cal­ 
gary Islanders. He arrived In 
Torrance only last Saturday 
from his former parish at St. 
Paul's Anglican Church, Winni­ 
peg, Can.

Hlfl first Impressions of Cali­ 
fornia are only fraftmentiiry r.s 
yet, althoiiRh he noted that rus- 
toms here are In many respects 
quite different from his native 
Canada. He has found much 
less formality here than In his 
homeland.

Moorn Recommended
His call to serve here came 

i as * complete surprise to Rev. 
I Percy. When the Rev. Andrew 
w ft. Beilo announced his resigna­ 

tion last summer. Alan S. 
Moor*, a member of the church, 
recalled that he had once mot 
Rev. Percy, who was a chap­ 
lain In the Canadian Army at 
t.he same time that Moore was 
a soldier.

Moore had heen Impressed by 
the chaplain and managed to 
find his Winnipeg address. Rev. 
Percy visited the local church 
several months ago and decided 
to accept the call.

"Each time I have moved, II 
have felt that It was a call 
God," Rev. Percy said. '"] 
local church seemed to need and 
want me, so I came. If some­ 
one had told me six months ago 
that I would he In California to­ 
day, I would have thought that 
he was crazy."
